NEW YORK, June 6.—Colonel 


and Mrs. Charles A. Lindbergh 
may fly to China and Japan by 
way of the East, instead of the 
West, it was reported today. 


Colonel Lindbergh who announc- 


ed the route had not been decided 
on, said he would not take off for 
three weeks or a month. 


If the eastern route was select- 


ed, the Lindberghs would take a 
course across Greenland and Spitz- 
bergen to Siberia and thence to 
China. The great circle flight, the 
shortest distance to Peiping from 
New York flying eastward, would 
bring them close to the 
North 


Pole. 


It is possible that the Lind- 


berghs would be in the vicinity of 
the polar region at the same time 
the submarine Nautilus, carrying 
Sir Hubert Wilkins on "an Arctic 
expedition, plans to meet the Graf 
Zeppelin. 


Colonel Lindbergh has not yet 


asked permission to make landings 
in Siberia or Russia but it was un- 
derstood Lindbergh had been as- 
sured be would be welcome in the 
land of the Soviets.

NAUTILUS SPEEDS 


THROUGH ATLANTIC 


Town Clock Is 
Cared For As 
Little Child 


The fact that Circleville'a 59- 


year-old town clock which adorns 
the top of the county court house 
requires as much care as a two- 
months-old baby, has not occurred 
to many persons 
in this city; 


however, it is known to Tom Brun- 
ner, S. Court-st, who at present 
is care-taker of this massive time- 
piece. 


Tom, who haj taken care of the 


clock the past ten years, makes 
a weekly visit to the 'town ticker" 
every Monday, making an inspec- 
tion of all the parts and winding 
it for the week. A crank, larger 
than that often used to start an 
automobile is used to wind this 
massive ticker, and after winding 
for about 15 minutes, the clock 
promises to run and keep time for 
eight days. 


Like many mechanical devices, 


this type of machine cannot en- 
dure cold weather and as a result 
often 'freezes up' in the winter. 
This is probably the reason why 
so many employees are late for 
work in the cold months. 


The clock was purchased from 


the E. Howard Clock Company, of 
Boston, Mass., when the old court 
house was built in 1872, and has 
performed its duty in the midst 
of maay hardships in a most com- 
mendable manner since its instal- 
lation. T. K. Bnmner & Son jew- 
elry store have taken care of the 
clock since its 'first run.' 


Only twice since being put in the 


court house have new parts been 
ordered. Tite face Is made of glass 
and this part of the time-keeper 
has probably endured more mis- 
siles and hardships, than any oth- 
er. *Many times the face has been 
riddled with bullets, cold weather 
and storms have often broken it 
and ice has often 
frozen on it, 


causing it to break. The face is 
about five feet in diameter and 
the hands which are made of wood 
are about three and -one-half feet 
and four feet, respectively.

of which one billion, six hundred 
million will fall due before the end 
of the current calendar year. That 
means further long-term financing 
this year. 


After 12 years of rapid debt re- 


duction the public grows uneasy 
in the face of new loans and an 
increasing national debt. Nations, 
like individuals, dread going into 
debt. 


But the present state of the fed- 


eral treasury and the size of the 
national debt should occasion no 
uneasiness. Twelve years ago the 
country was in debt nearly twenty- 
five and one half billions, whereas 
the debt with the prospective bor- 
rowings included will be less than 
seventeen billions at the end of 
1931. 


Heavy borrowing at this time 


does not necessarily mean greater 
interest payments. Money bor- 
rowed this year at low interest 
rates will be used to pay off old 
debts at high war-time interest 
*rates. Next year, if it is another 
lean business year, the govern- 
ment can borrow at low interest 
rates ^ money necessary to redeem 
the two billions of First Liberty 
Loan bonds which will then be 
callable and which mean on inter- 
^jpst^rate of four to four and one-j 
quarter per cent interest. A diff" 
erence of only one per cent means 
«u saving of twenty million a year 
for the taxpayer.

HE people of the United States 


it is safe to say, are over- 


whelmingly in favor of the suppres- 
sion of the traffic 
in 
narcotic 


drugs. The federal government 
thus is backed b£ a united public 
opinion jn its endeavors to enforce 
the anti-narcotic law and stop the 
Illegal use of habit-forming drugs. 


But, according to those com- 


missioned with enforcement of this 
law, ,the traffic in narcotics is not 
decreasing. Each year thousands 
are arrested for illegar sale, pos- 
session or administration of drugs 
and great quantities of dope are 
seized. Despite the best efforts of 
& 
-well-organized 
government 


agency, the traffic continues The 
traffic is admittedly on a stupend- 
ous scale and might easily exceed 
the official estimates, which are 
based on known quantities having 
to do with an underworld, clande- 
stine business. 


These facts shatter the hopes of 


those who have entertained the 
thought that the solution of the 
prohibition problem lay in uniting 
public opinion in support of the 
Volstead act and its enforcement. 
If united public opinion 
cannot 


effect obedience to the Harrison 
act. it can do no more for obedi- 
ence to the Volstead act. 
There- 


fore even if public opinion in the 
United States were a unit for the 
suppression of the liquor traffic, 
it would not guarantee a "dry" 
nation.
